He had 
been feeling about In Bis usual health 
lately, and had gotten lnlcety through 
the special term ol llle Lincoln cir- 
cuit court which was lonciudcd last 
week, without especial (fatigue True, 
he had remarked after Breakfast thn! 
he felt acme discomfort In his stoui- 
arli. but little was thohght of It at 
the time, and he went out to taad 
his chickens carrying a tin ran of 
feed In his hand. He passed Henri I 
Evans, his colored gardener and re I 
marked that his stomach felt iin,-asv. 
but went on to the chicken yard and 
was seen no more all is 

Soon afterward, the colored man. 
having occasion to go that way, found 
(he body of Judge Haufley prone upon 
me. ground by the gate. It was llfe- 
leaa, hut ntlil warm The half filled 
can of fe <| ley under his head wber • 
it had struck when be Ml m«r. The 
temple on the right side was slight- 
ly contused where the skin had been 
cut by the sharp edges of the can. 
That was all,

nnd was a great shock to all. Friends 
and loved >nes quit kly repaired to 
tbs home to administer what com 
fort they could to the beloved widow 
and children. In this their darkest 
hour.

Only last March she lost her 
son. George H Haufley, and grief OV- 
•r this Is believed to have been mnir 
or lew indirectly the cause of has 
teaiug the demise of his father, tor 
few son* were loved as was bis son 
and tils father and mother were wrap- 
ped up In him and his luture and his 
dsath was a mortal blow. 

Judge Haufley waa just entering sp 
on his third term as judge of the 13th 
district. after a long Ufa full of hon- 
ors and leatlmoolals of the respect 
and esteem of his fellow men He 
was In his «Sth year, having been 
bom to Montlcello. Way ns county, 
tn 1842, the son oi Henry Rinehart 
and Emily Chrtsmsn Haulier Hts fa- 
ther was the youngest son of Adam 
Haufley. who ran** to Kentucky wit h 
four stalwart sons from Wyth* coun 
ty, Virginia, early la ths history of 
the state Judge Haufley was one ol 
a large family of children, but the on 
ly aurvlvor now la his aletsr. Mrs C 
A Coa, of Jonesboro. Tenn 

In IMI when ths Civil War broke 
out. Judge Haufley, then a lad of 19, 
immediately espoused the cause of 
Confederacy, and together with sev- 
eral of his brothers entered the 
aoafhern army One of hts brothers 
Jatnee, was killed soon afterward at 
Memphis, Tenn Judge Haufley en 
llated as a private la Breckinridge's 
brigade of Kentucky Infantry, but 
showed such aptitude for military af- 
fairs and aucb bravery that be was 
soon pronioted to a First I.leutenaucy 
lu General John If. Morgan s brigade 
He served with Morgan throughout 
the war, waa captured on the Ohio 
raid of that celebrated chieftain and 
with hi* comrades incarcerated In 'be 
penitentiary at Allegheny City, Pa, 
and at Point lookout and Fort lasts- 
ware. 

The war over, he came to Ui'-'S 
county, un-l soon afterward married 
Miss Halils Rowan, or McMinnville. 
Tenn , whom he had met during the 
war. She was a daughter of a dis- 
tinguished lawyer of that sute 8 D. 
Rowan, and a great granddaughter of 
Governor Caswell, the first governor 
ot North Carolina. 

Judge Haufley prepared for the bar, i 
bis life work, at the Louisville Law 
Hchool, and quickly forged to the 
Iront in hla profession. He was an 
uncompromising democrat of the 
old school, and was elected County i 
judge of Lincoln county In soon 1870 , 
and served till 1874. In 1880 he was 
a member of the electoral college 
from the eighth district and support ' 
ed General Hancock for president. 1 
In 1888 he waa appointed by Presl- i 
dent U rover Cleveland associate Jus- ■ 
lice of the supreme court of the ter- { 
rltory of Wyoming and remained In 
the west until It was admitted to I 
statehood. His experiences In the 
west were somewhat peculiar and of- | 
ten extremely interesting and excit- 
ing, and called Into piny bis resource- 
ful ability aa well as splendid legal 
attainments At one time, with re- 
volver tn hand, he held In check a 
mob which bad determined to take 
the law into 1U own hands and ae ( 
cure n prisoner accused of crime; but 
Judge Haufley, Arm and rearless In ( 
defense of Justice and right, succeed- 
ed tn averting what would have been 
a criminal proceeding on the part of 
the . mob. 

Returning to his home here in 
Kentucky, he was soon elevated to , 
the circuit tench In 1892, and there 
maintained the high reputation which 
his previous Judicial service had 
won, and during hla long cafeer since 
on the bench had won the distinction 
of being known aa one of the best. If

Somerset Street Bridge 

ACCEPTED BY COUNCIL— PAVING 
ORDINANCE RECONSIDERED 

At the meeting of the city council 
last week, the newly constructed 
bridge over the 8t. Asaph Creek on 
Homcrset Street was accepted, upon 
Phillips Bros., executing a bond 
guaranteeing it for the terra of tiro 
years. The >>ond provides that in the 
event of any defect appearing In tbe 
bridge, the cor tractors ate to make It 
good, repair It or build a new bridge 
The new bridge la a concrete arch, 
and It Is said that there can hardly a 
load come too heavy for It to sup- 
port. It is much wider than the old 
Iron and wood structure which went 
down under Speake's traction engine 
and bids fair to prove much more 
serviceable. 

The city fathers rescinded the order 
for the laying of concrete pavement*' 
on both aides ot main street from 
Phillips' corner to W. B. McRoberts 
corner. Some of those residing In 
that block contended that the grani- 
toid pavement down Eaat Main street 
should be made continuous, and the 
block from Mrs. Welch's corner to 
Logan avenue laid as well as that be- 
yond. No action had been taken con- 
cerning that block which still has lea 
old brick pavements, and wnen the 
matter was brought up by residents 
on the block beyond, the ordinance 
was reconsidered, so that unless the 
City Fathers take some further action 
it is probable that granitoid pave- 
ments will not be laid farther down 
Main street for some lime to come.
